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Snowden remains 
in Moscow airport 
iimbo 



MOSCOW (AFP) - US intel¬ 
ligence leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den failed to emerge 
Wednesday from, his monm- 
long stay in a Moscow airport 
despite expectations, with his 
lawyer saying he had not yet 
received permission to enter 
Fmssia. 

Hordes of media de¬ 
scended on Moscow's 
Sheremetyevo airport after 
reports tliat Snowden, who 
has applied for asylum in 
Prussia, had received the doc¬ 
ument allowing him to leave 
the airport's transit zone and 
formally cross the Russian 
border. 

But pro-Kremlin lawyer 
Aiatoly Kuchereiic^ who has 
been helping the American 
with his asylum request and 
met Snowden on Wednesday, 
appeared before the press 
without the world's most fa¬ 
mous fugitive, 

"As of today, this docu¬ 
ment (allowing him to leave) 
has not yet been given (to 
him)/ Kucherena told re¬ 
porters, 

Tlie confusion comes at a 
sensitive time for Moscow's 
relations with Washington, 
winch wants to prosecute the 
fo rmer N ati onal S e cuiity 
Agency (NSA) contractor on 


espionage charges for reveal¬ 
ing a vast spying pro gramme. 

Secretaiy of Stale John 
Kerry called his Russian 
counterpart Sergei Lavrov to 
repeat US demands to extra¬ 
dite Snowden, a spokes¬ 
woman said. 

■He reiterated our belief 
til at Mr Snowden needs to be 
returned to tlie United States 
where he will face a fair 
trial," State Department 
spokeswoman Jen Psaki told 
reporters. 

■Any move that would 
allowlum to leave tlie airport 
would be deeply disappoint¬ 
ing." 

Tlie White House for its 
part said it wanted "clarity" 
on Snowden's status. 

Concerns have emerged 
tlie issue could derail a bilat¬ 
eral summit between Paissian 
President Vladimir Putin and 
Ins US counterpart Barack 
Obama in Moscow in early 
September. 

Snowden ap plied last 
week for temporary asylum 
in Russia, and he was set tins 
week to receive a document 
allowing him to formally 
cross the border while Ins 
asylum request was being 
processed.

Tropical Storm Dorian 
forms in Atlantic 
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MIAMI (AFP) - The Atlantic 
season's fourth tropical 
storm, dubbed Dorian, 
formed Wednesday, but did 
not present any danger on 
land, the National Hurncane 
Center in Miami said. 

Hie center of the storm lay 
41D miles (6dD kilometers) to 
the we St- southwest of the 
Cape Verde archipelago, off 
tlie coast of West A&ica, with 
maximum sustained winds o f 
50 miles (S5 kilometers) an 
hour. 

According to the NHC, 
tlie storm was moving rapidly 
across the Atlantic Ocean at a 
speed of 21 miles per hour. 

Dorian could strengthen 


slightly ill tlie coming hours, 
but, by Hiursday, exp erts pre¬ 
dicted it would we^en as it 
moved over cooler water. 

Meteorologists from tlie 
National Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration 

warned in May this year's 
hurricane season would be 
more active than usual. 

They predicted tlie fomia- 
tion of 13 to 20 named tropi¬ 
cal storms and six to 11 
hurricanes - including three 
to six major ones, with winds 
stronger than IID miles per 
hour. 

Hie hurricane season 
lasts from June 1 to Novem¬ 
ber 30.

Sup erm ark et b arco d e 

scanners may be a godsend of 
efficiency for mai'ket owners 
and managers, but they still 
prove on a daily basis to be a 
pesky problem for con¬ 
sumers. It makes us long for 
tlie days when a pnce was 
placed on each product for 
shoppers to clearly discern, 
influencing our purchasing 
decisions. 

We all Imow tliere is sup¬ 
posed to be a label on the 
shelf that provides tliepncing 


infonnation, but, 
the times it has been lacking 
are too numerous to count 
We sometimes suspect it may 
even be intentional in some 
cases, only listing tlie cheaper 
price on a smaller portion of 
a product, when the larger 
size IS what we really want. 
We wonder if tins misleading 
circumstance is perhaps a 
ploy? Often in a hurry to get 
home and prepare dinner for 
our families, we don't realize 
we have paid more than we 
thought we would for a prod¬ 
uct, unless we get a moment 
to study our register receipt. 

I can recall decades back, 
my first husband, a rather hu¬ 
morous, observant person, re¬ 
in ai'king on how women 
sto od mesmerized at tlie reg¬ 
ister watclung tlie pnces go 
c a-clung, ca-clung Even 
then, without bar code scan¬ 
ners, we were vigilant about 
cashiers putting in the correct 
pnce. Now, in a system that 
continually dumhs down 
workers, we must be even 
more vigilant as the items are 
rung up at lightening speed, 
often lAothout the cashier 
even givmg them a glance to 
see if they are on special. 

How often have you se¬ 
lected an Item you would not 
usually buy, precisely be¬ 
cause it was on sale"? How¬ 


ever, the computer prograiii- 
111 ers entering data have not 
kept up with the spur of the 
moment sale items of tlie day. 
A disagreement pursues, 
None of this is world-shak¬ 
ing, but It does hold up the 
line at the register if we catch 
it, or annoys us later, when 
we don't. These days, when 
we are all being so careful 
with our penmes, and the 
pnces of consumer goods and 
necessary items are continu¬ 
ally nsiiig, there are few who 
are not trying to cut costs 
even in the smallest ways. 

What are we asking here? 
Vigilance on the part of shop¬ 
keepers using the 
system...and integrity. Ade¬ 
quate scanning stations dis¬ 
persed through the store that 
allows customers to check 
pnces without having to hunt 
for diem, would be nice. Ad¬ 
mittedly, some have done 
that, but most not Those with 
Android phones and iPhones 
are offered free bar scamung 
programs for their smart¬ 
phones, but when tested, tliey 
did not give a reading on 
local supemiarket products, 
Their purpose seem to be 
aimed at comparison shop¬ 
ping in the U S. or reading 
those cute little square info 
codes, the rage among sai^vy 
niEirketers. Like niFiny of the 


smartphone apps, tins is kind 
of fun and novel for awhile, 
but rather useless on a practi¬ 
cal basis, particularly for us 
here on Aruba. 

Will tins issue bnng civi¬ 
lization to a grinding halt as 
it IS so entertainingly de¬ 
picted in movies and televi¬ 
sion? Probably not. However, 


for those who have a enough 
problems with advancing 
technology, it would be a 
great relief to be able to 
clearly see the correct price 
of whatever we wish to pur¬ 
chase, as we stnve to balance 
our personal budgets...just 
like "the good old days.*'

Obama nam«s Kennedy

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama on 
Wednesday named Caroline 
Kennedy as US ambassador 
to Japan, m the biggest foray 
into public ser\dce for John F 
Kennedy's sole surviving 
child. 

The fonner first daughter, 
who long resisted running for 
public office, may enter a 


larger limelight than anytime 
since her youtli as she t^es a 
key diplomatic role. 

In an understated rollout 
to the long rumored nomina¬ 
tion, Obama called Kennedy 
and several nominees to otlier 
posts “"fine public servants." 

"Our nation will be well- 
served by these individuals, 
and I look forward to work¬ 
ing with them in tlie months 
and years to come,"' he said in 
a statement. 

Kennedy needs confirma¬ 
tion by the Senate, but she has 
no open critics and the body 
IS led by the Democratic Party 
that reveres her father. 

The 55-year-old, whom 
many Americans remember 
as a girl in the White House, 
was an early and close

LONDON (AFP) - Bntain's 
Prince Williau:i and his wife 
Kate on Wednesday named 
tlieir baby boy George 


Alexander Louis, sticking 
firmly to royal tradition with a 
first name used by six previ¬ 
ous monai'chs. 

George was the bookmak¬ 
ers' clear favourite for the 
tlnrd-m-line to tlie throne as it 
pays app arent tiibule to Queen 
Elizabeth II's father King 
George VI, the infant's ^eat- 
gi'eat-grandfatlier, who died in 
1952 

"The Duke and Duchess of 
Cambndge are delighted to 
announce that they have 
named their son George 
Alexander Louis. The baby 


will be known as His Royal 
Highness Prince George of 
Cambridge," Kensington 
Palace said in a statement. 

The baby will not automat¬ 
ically be King George VII 
whenever he comes to the 
throne, however, as there have 
been reports that William's fa¬ 
ther Pimce Charles may take 
that title when he becomes 
king. 

The announcement came 
just hours after tire queen vis¬ 
ited William and Kate at 
Kensington Palace, their Lon¬ 
don residence, and met her 


newborn great-grandson for 
the first time.

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At least 35 dead, 200 
iiyured in Spain train 
deraiiment: official 


MADRID (AFP) - At least 35 
people died and 200 people 
were injured when a trEaii de¬ 
railed m Galicia in northwest¬ 
ern Spain on Wednesday, tlie 
president of the regional gov¬ 
ernment said. 

"The number of dead will 
not be lower than 35,' Al¬ 
berto Nunez Feij 0 0 loldnew^s 
radio Cadena Ser. 

"'Hiere are bodies laying 
on the railway track. It's a 
Dante-esque scene," he 
added. 

The Renfe railway com¬ 
pany earlier said there were 
"several dead and injured' in 
the accident near the city of 
SEffitiago de Compostela, but 
could not immediately give a 
precise loll. 

The train, carrying 23S 
passengers, onginated in 
Madnd and was bound for 
the northwestern town of Fer- 


rol as tlie Galicia region was 
preparing celebrations in ho¬ 
nour of its patron saint James, 
Television footage showed 
that four carnages had over¬ 
turned and were lying on tlie 
tracks, at least one of them 
ripped apart witli smoke bil¬ 
lowing from the train 

The accident happened 
around 9:00pm (1900 GMT) 
"for unknown reasons', said 
a P^enfe spokesman. 

First pi cture s showed p arts 
of the locomotive's roof in 
flames. 

The crash came less than 
two weeks after a passenger 
train derailed just south of 
Pans, killing six people and 
injuring 30 more. 

French rail operator SNCF 
said that derailment niEiy 
have been caused by a con- 
ne cting b ar that c ame loose. 


US suspends deliveiy of 
F-16s to Egypt: Pentagon 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has delayed 
plans to supply Egypt with an 
additional four F-ld fighter 
jets due to unrest gnpping the 
country, the Pentagon said 
Wednesday 

"Given the current situa¬ 
tion in Egypt we do not be¬ 
lieve it IS appropnate to move 
forward at tins lime witli tlie 
delivery of F-16s," 
spokesman George Little told 
rep Drters. 

"We remain committed to 
the US-Egypt def ense rela¬ 
tionship as it remains a foun¬ 
dation of our broader 


strategic partnerslnp writh 
Egypt and serves as a pillar of 
regional stability" he said. 

Defense Secretary Chuck 
Hagel info mi ed Egypt's aniiy 
chie^ General Abdel Fattali 
al-Sisi, of the decision in a 
phone call earlier Wednesday 
Little said. 

The army chie^ who led a 
coup on July 3 that ousted 
president Mohamed Morsi, 
called for mass protests on 
Wednesday to back a crack¬ 
down on i^^at he called "ter¬ 
rorism and violence' by 
Morsi supporters.

when the then senator was locked in a tough fight for the 
Democratic presidential nomination against perceived front¬ 
runner Hillary Clinton, Kennedy threw her family's prestige 
belund Obama by calling him "a president like my father." 

Kennedy has limited experience m foreign affairs and is not 
known for her connection to Japan, although her fatlier was 
injured in World War ITs Pacific theater. 

The prospect of Kennedy's nominalion had already been 
welcomed by Japan, a close US ally which is accustomed to 
high-profile US ambassadors. 

Previous US ambassadors have included former vice pres¬ 
ident Walter Mondale, former speaker of the House Tom Foley 
and fomier Senate majonty leader Howard Baker 

By conti'ast, Obama's firsl-temi ambassador John P^.oos -- 
known pnmanly as a fund-raiser -- was seen by some Japanese 
commentators as a sign of a lower US pnority on the country 
Roos, however, was later praised for handling the round-the- 
clock US response to tlie March 2011 tsunami disaster. 

If confimied, Kennedy would be the first woman to take up 
the post, a feat sure to be noticed in a country that has histor¬ 
ically ranked lower than other wealthy nations in temis of 
women's empowerment. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tlie 
United States said Wednes¬ 
day it is still open to improv¬ 
ing ties with Venezuela after 
Caracas called off the rap¬ 
prochement accusing Wash¬ 
ington of meddling m its 
internal affairs. 

The two nations -- which 
were often at odds during the 
14-year rule of the recently 
deceased Hugo Chavez -- had 
hinted at warmer ties after a 
meeting of top diplomats last 
month. 

But then Venezuela re¬ 
acted angrily to a statement 
by Samantha Power — tapp ed 
to be the next US ambassador 
to the United Nations — who 
vowed to stand up to 'repres¬ 
sive regimes"' and challenge 


the "crackdown on civil soci¬ 
ety being carried out in coun¬ 
tries like Cuba, Iran, .Russia, 
and Venezuela." 

President Nicolas Maduro 
-- tlie handpicked successor 
to the leftist Chavez -- then 
accused Washington of med¬ 
dling in Venezuela's affairs, 
condemning its "impenalist 
attitude.' 

Washington has yet to rec- 
ogmze Maduro's victory in a 
disputed Apnl election to re¬ 
place Chavez. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Jen Psaki said 
Wednesday she was not 
aware of Madura's com¬ 
ments, and she insisted the 
United States was still com¬ 
mitted to improving ties. 


'We obviously have not 
inter)ectedinto any election," 
she said 

'We are open to having a 
positive relationship with 
Venezuela moving forward. 
That's what our focus is on, 
and we still are leaving the 
door open for tlial.' 

During lirs 14 years in 
power Chavez railed against 
US 'imperialism' and culti¬ 
vated close ties with Cuba, 
Iran and Syna. 

But despite tlie fact that 
Washington and Caracas 
have not exchanged ambassa¬ 
dors since 201D, oil-nch 
Venezuela still exports some 
900,DDG barrels a day to the 
Umted States.

Mexico security forces battie

MORELIA (AFP) - Security 
forces in a Mexican state 
plagued by drug violence were 
working to restore order on 
Wednesday after clashes 
winch left 22 dead. 

On Tuesday coordinated at¬ 
tacks by armed men on secu¬ 
rity forces 111 six places in the 
state of Michoacan led to a se¬ 
nes of bloody gun battles and 
casualties on botli sides. 

Two federal police officers 
were shot dead wlnle autlion- 
ties estimated that 20 "pre¬ 
sumed criminals" were killed 
dunng fighting. 

The clashes lu the troubled 
TieiTa Calienta region were tlie 
worst since tlie army and fed¬ 
eral police laimched a joint op¬ 
eration in May to protect the 
local population from the no¬ 
torious Km gilts Templar caiTel 


Tlie temtoiy has seen ten¬ 
sions escalate since the recent 
emergence of several heavily- 
aimed vigilante groups set up 
to combat the Kmghts Templar 
gang. 

Mexico's govermnent on 
Wednesday called for calm in 
the region as secunty forces 
worked to restore order 

Tuesday's violence erupted 
when attackers aimed with 
high-powered rifles and 
grenades mounted an assault 
on several police checkpoints. 

Neither local nor federal of¬ 
ficials have identified the 
gro up s resp onsibl e for the vi o - 
lence However the Re form a 
newspaper, citing urndentified 
secunty sources, blamed the 
attacks on the Kmghts Templar 
cartel.

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Rape, torture claims at Australian 
asylum-seeker camp 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
Imnugration Mimsl&r Tony 
Bui'ke Wednesday described as 
"hom&c"' explosive claims tliat 
asylum-seekers at one of us 
processing camps m Papua 
New Guinea are being raped 
and tortured. 

A farmer senior official at 
the Manus Island facility also 
detailed “Edmost daily" self- 
harm and attempted suicides 
wlule warning weapons were 
being accumulated in readi¬ 
ness for a break-out attempt. 

"I've never seen human be¬ 
ings so destitute, so helpless 
and so hopeless before," Rod 
St George, the former head of 
occupational health and safety 
at the centre, told SBS televi¬ 
sion 

TTie allegations came just 
days after Australian Prime 
Minister Kevin Rudd an¬ 
nounced that tlie facility would 
he massively expanded la ac¬ 
commodate 3,0 DO people, 
from the original dOO, as part 
of a new hardline plan la send 
all asylum-seeker aiTivals to 
Papua New Guinea. 

"I took itie position wiili 
every intention of making the 
place a safer environment but 
it proved quite rapidly to be an 
impossibility," St George said. 

Disgusted by what he saw 


at tire facility, which has been 
off-limits to the Australian 
media, St George quit. 

Under the new haidhn e p ol- 
icy, mi authorised baatpeople 
arriving m Australian waters 
will now be banished to Manus 
Island and elsewhere in the Pa¬ 
cific nation for assessment, 
and even if fomid to be "gen¬ 
uine refugees" they will have 
na chance of being settled in 
A.ustralia, 

Instead, they will have to 
remain m poverty-stricken and 
lawless PNG, be sent hack 
home or to tlurd cauniries 

St George, a fonner prison 
guard, said up to half a dozen 
young men were assaulted and 
raped by fellow inmates; while 
others were beaten and forced 
to sew their lips tagetlrer to 
protest aver canditians. 

The men who were sexually 
assaulted were sent back to the 
same tents as the people who 
raped them, he claimed. 

"Tlrere was na tiring tlrat 
could be done for tlrese young 
men who were considered vul¬ 
nerable, winch in mairy cases 
IS just a euphemism for men 
who are being raped," he said.

'Embryonic-like' stem cells 
can't be found: US study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US comp airy that promoted 
its stem cell discovery in 
partnership with the Vatican 
Iras come under fi'esh 
scrutiny by iirdepeirdent sci¬ 
entists who said Wednesday 
tire cells do not exist 

Scientists at Stairford Uni¬ 
versity said in the journal 
Stem Cell F^eports tlrey could 
not replicate Neo Stem's find¬ 
ings of very small embry- 
omc-like cells (VSELs) nr the 
bone marrow of lab nnce 
Tlrese cells have been 
touted by the New York- 
based compairy as an ethical 
altenrative to stem cells re- 
quinng the destruction of 
human embryos, witlr the 
sairre regenerative ability to 
transform into other cell 
types m the body. 


Earlier this year, NeoStem 
aimouirced plans to launch 
tire first human trials of the 
cells fisrbone growth. 

Weissman's study is the 
first to evaluate the biological 
potency of the cells, and it 
found they could not trairs- 
fomr into blood cells and 
contained very little DNA. 

Instead, researchers found 
drat what purported to be 
VSELs -- about five microm¬ 
eters in diameter -- were ei- 
tlrer debris or dead cells 
■A true plunpotent cell 
would be able to differentiate 
into any tissue type," said 
Weissmair. "But we couldn't 
confirm tlrat cells of that size 
or phenotype could generate 
hematopoietic cells with any 
reliability."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Rev¬ 
elations about the US govern¬ 
ment's vast data collection 
programs have already started 
hurting American technology 
fimiii, according to anindustiy 
sufvey released tins week. 

Tlie Cloud Security Alliance 
said 10 percent of its iion-US 
members have cancelled a 
conti'act with a US-based 
doud provider, and 5d- percent 
said they were less likely to 
use an Ain eri c an c omp any. 

Tlie online survey was taken 
between June 25 and July 9^ 
following media revelations of 
programs tliat collect the 
phone logs of millions of 



Americans, as well as Internet 
data from the accounts of for¬ 
eign targets, as a way to tliwait 
terror attacks. 

Tlie organisation received a 
total of 45d responses from its 
member base, about half of 
winch were outside the United 
States. The alliance includes 
some 4S,0QQ individual mem¬ 
bers and corporations involved 
in security and other internet- 
based businesses. 

US teclinology frims have 
asked tlie government to re¬ 
lease more details about the 
so-called PRISM program and 
other data collection efforts, 
cl aiming the roles of the com¬ 
panies have been misinter¬ 
preted. Some companies say 
non-US customers are less 
likely to trust American firms 
with their data following the 
revelations 

In the survey, 3d percent of 
US firms polled said the reve¬ 
lations would make it more 
difiScult for tlieir company to 
do business outside the United 
States, while d4 percent said it 
would not. 

Some 91 percent of the 
members surveyed said com¬ 
panies should be allowed to 
publish summaiy information 
about data tlrey provide to the 
National Security Agency or 
other US government entities. 


Putin to visit Iran for 
nuclear talks 



MOSCOW (AFP) - President 
Vladimir Putin is to visit Iran 
111 August to try to restart talks 
on Tehran's controversial nu¬ 
clear drive, a Russian newspa¬ 
per reported. 

Putin's visit IS planned for 
mid-August shoitly after 
Iran's moderate new president 
Hass an Rowhani takes office 
on August 3, Kominersant re¬ 
ported, citing sources in the 
Kremlin and the Iranian for¬ 
eign ministry. 

Moscow hopes the visit will 
provide impetus to restait tlie 
currently stalled talks on Iran's 
nuclear pro granmre, Konnner- 
sant rep oited. 

It cited a source tn tlie Iran¬ 
ian foreign ministry as saying 
the tnp would talce place Au¬ 
gust 13-13. It said a Kremlin 
source confirmed the trip, but 
said it was not yet decided 
whether it would last one or 
two days. 

Western governments have 
expressed cautious hopes for a 
change in lone m talks after 
the June election of Rowhani, 
a centnst cleric who has 


vowed to engage constmc- 
tively with the international 
community in a bid to ease the 
burden of EU and US sanc¬ 
tions on Iran's economy. 

Russia IS a member of the 
so-called P5+1 group made up 
of tlie five UN Secunty Coun¬ 
cil permanent members plus 
Gennany that has for years 
been engaged lu talks with 
Iran to tr^' to persuade it to 
curb sensitive nuclear activi¬ 
ties. 

After the last round in Al¬ 
maty in Apnl, the talks were 
put on hold as Iran prep ai'ed to 
choose a successor to Mali- 
moud Alunadmejad. 

Ahmadinej ad's ei ght-y ear 
term was marked by a defiant 
expansion of the Iraman nu¬ 
de ai' programme, which fu¬ 
elled Western suspicions that 
it mask ed a drive fo r a 
weapons capability. 

Both the European Union 
and tlie United States slapped 
tough sanctions on Iran's key 
Dll and banlnng sectors winch 
have taken a heavy loll on the 
economy.

Obama defends economic vision, 
as battles loom 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - In¬ 
tern ati on al Moaetaiy Fund 
chief Clinsitine Lagarde has 
dropped a plan to back Ar¬ 
gentina in a legal battle over 
bond repayments because of 
US opposition, Etfi IMF 
spokesman said Wednesday 

Argentina appealed to the 
US Supreme Court in June to 
overturn a New York federal 
judge's ruling in favor of pri¬ 
vate icreditors seeking bond re¬ 
payment from the couiitiy's 
JOOl debt default. 

The IMF had planned to 
submit the “friend of tlie court" 
brief to die highest US court, a 
type of brief filed by someone 
who IS not pally to a case. 

Lagarde's recommendation 
for tlie filing was "premised'' 
on the support of the United 
States, the IMF's largest stake¬ 
holder, the Fund spokesman 
said 

Without US support, tlie ac¬ 
tion "would not be appropnaite, 
und ei’ tlie Fund's 1 e gal and p ol - 
icy framework, for the IMF to 
file tins brief witliQut Hi at sup¬ 
port," he said 

“The lack of US support in 
tins case could midermme the 
effectiveness of the Fund's fil¬ 
ing" and put tlie IMF in tlie 
middle of a dispute between 
two members, breaching its 
duty of neutrality he said.

" By the time I took office m 
2 D09, we all know tiiat the bub¬ 
ble had burst, costing miJliQ ns 
of Americans their jobs, their 
homes, and tiiar savings," tlie 
president told the crowd "Tlie 
decades-long erosion of mid¬ 
dle-d ass security was laid bare 
for all to see and feel." 

But, Obama continued. 
“Today five yeai's after the 
stall of tiiat Great Recession, 
America has fought its way 
back “ 

The UE president told the 
crowd that Ins admiin strati on 
helped to begin the rescue of 
the nation's economic stagna- 
hon, rescuing the auto industry. 


revamping tiie health care sys¬ 
tem and shoring up the finan¬ 
cial seirtor, among other 
achievements. 

"Thanks to the grit and re¬ 
silience of tile An eric an peo¬ 
ple, we've cleared away the 
rubble from the financial crisis 
and begun to lay a new founda¬ 
tion for stronger, more durable 
economic growtix" he said. 

But the president's efforts to 
refi'ame tiie debate over the 
economy comes witii Congress 
reloadmg for a new round of 
battles over raising tiie debt 
ceiling and other economic 
fights. 

Obama and Pv.epublicaii law¬ 
makers are bracing for re¬ 
newed clashes over spending 
and the federal budget, which 
threaten to hurt an economy fi¬ 
nally showing signs of stabilis¬ 
ing after tumbling into a deep 
economic trough. 

Republicans have dismissed 
Obama's focus on the economy 
as a tiunly veiled excuse to 
seek more spending. 

"If tiie president was serious 
about helping our economy, he 
wouldn't give anotiier speech, 
he'd reaich out and actually 
work with us," House Speaker 
John Boelmer said Tuesday. 

Hie president hopes to nego¬ 
tiate a new fiscal compromise 
by October -- the end of the 
cuiTent fiscal year - m order to 
head off tlie threat of a govern¬ 
ment shutdown tiiat could frir- 
tliar damage the sluggish 
recoveiy. 

Today he heads to Flonda, 
where he will give a speech at 
the Jacksonville Port Authority. 

Since his last speech m 
Galesburg, the United Slates 
suffered its worst economic 
crisis m two generations before 
a halting recovery finally 
began to take hold.

'economic time bomb” 



PARIS (AFP) - Massive leak¬ 
age of methane from thawing 
shoreline in the Arctic would 
devastate the world's climate 
and economy, a tno of scien¬ 
tists warned on Wednesday 

Billions of tomies of tins 
potent greenhouse gas ai'e 
locked in the shallow frozen 
shelf of the Arctic Ocean, 
which wanrrs when summer 
sea ice retreats as a result of 
the greenhouse-gas effect, 
they said in a contnbution to 
Natui'e. 

The teairr modelled what 
would happen if 50 billion 
toimes, or gigatoimes (Gt), of 
methaire escaped over a 
decade from the floor of the 
East Sibenair Sea, covering 
two million squai'e kilometres 
(777,200 squai'e miles) of the 


Arctic Oceair off 
northe astern 
Russia. 

■The methane 
release would 
bring forward 
the date at wlrich 
the global mean 
temperature rise 
exceeds two de¬ 
grees Celsius 

(3.6 degrees 

Falrrenheit) by 
between 15 aird 
35 years," said

Tire high cost is explained 
by damage to the climate sys¬ 
tem, reflectedm worse floods, 
droughts, slomrs aird heat 
stress, slie said. 

Eighty percent of tire effects 
would occur in poorer 
econonnes m Africa, Asia and 


South America, according to 
their model, called PAG ED9 

Tire estunates ai'e based on 
how the added methane would 
affect two trends -- one for ex¬ 
isting greenhouse-gas emis¬ 
sions, winch are veiy Ingh, and 
the other for lower emissions 
giving a more tlran one-in-two 
chance of meeting the UN's 
2C wanrrmg target. 

In an email exchange witli 
AFP, Hope said that if tire 50 
Gt were released over 20 
yeai's, fr'om 2015-3035, the 
cost would be around £64.5 
tnllion. 

If the release were spread 
over 30 years, from 2015- 
2045, it would be £66.2 Inl- 
lion. 

“Tins IS because more of 
the methane remams in the at¬ 
mosphere nr the penod when 
impacts are expected to be 
Inglienn tire latter half of tins 
centuiy," he said. 

If 25 Gt were released, the 
cost in aU scenarios would be 
rouglriy halved. 

Scientists have long wor- 
ned about methane locked up 
in shoreline sediments atrd 
^so m permafrost on laird. 

Methaire is 35 times more 
effective than carbon dioxide 
(C02) in trapping solai'heat. 

Tire big concern is that the 
methane, if rel eased to the at¬ 


mosphere, adds to global 
warnrmg, winch thus acceler¬ 
ates the thaw; adding more gas 
and anrplifying the tempera¬ 
ture rise -- a "positive feed¬ 
back," or vicious circle in 
ichmate terms 

But evidence for such a 
tlrreat is sketchy research into 
it IS meagre aird the conclu¬ 
sions often contested Some 
experts also say tlrere could be 
as-yet uirknowir me chair isms 
in permafr'ost thaw that may 
liimt the methane leakage 

In 200S„ Russian scientists 
writing in tire journal Geo¬ 
physical F..esearch said they 
estimated 540 Gt of methaire 
to be stored in the Siberiair 
Arctic shelf Of tins, up to 50 
Gt could be considered as 
being "highly possible for 
abrupt release at any time". 

In 2010, airother Russiair 
team, reporting in Science, 
said they had found large 
amounts of leal^age from per¬ 
forated pemrafrost on the 
shelf 

In conti'ast, in 2011, atrother 
team, also Fuissian, said they 
saw evidence of out gas sing in 
tire East Siberian Sea. Buttlrey 
attnbuted this to a long-de¬ 
layed consequence of tire eird 
of the last Ice Age, not fr'om 
recent chairges in the Arctic 
Oceair

John Monllo,4T, toldthe 
Windsor Star after being 
released from custody on 
Tuesday the stunt was 
"very stupid" but he rel¬ 
ishes now being able to 
boast to friends about his 
exploit. 

"I was drinking, but I 
wasn't really drunk," Mo- 
fillo told the Canadian 
daily. "The thing Is, I've 
been telling people Fm 
going to swim across the 
river for years and they're 
like yah, blah, blah, 
you cant make it' So, I 
dontknow, last night I just 
decided it was the time to 
go." 

Moirillo reportedly man¬ 
aged to swim across the 
river separating Windsor, 
Ontario and Detroit, and 
have his picture taken by 
curious passers-bye, and 
was heading back when 
he noticed a stir around 
him. 

His neighbor back on the 
C anadlan shore had called 
police when she lost sight 
of him in the treacherous 
waters. 

A search was launched 
in the middle of the night 
Involving Canadian police 
as well as both US and 
Carvadian coast guards, 
three boats and a helicop¬ 
ter. He was eventually 
found on the Canadian 
side of the Detroit River at 
12:50 am local time {0450 
GMT I, nearly two hours 
after he first Jumped Into 
the river. 

"As soon I saw the heli¬ 
copters going by and the 
boats lookingfor mej was 
like 'oh, this is really stu¬ 
pid,"' Morillo told the Star. 

Authorities said he has 
been charged with public 
intoxication and faces 
fines of up to Can$25,000 
{US$24,200) for swimming 
in a shipping channel.

PARIS (AFP) - Italian Marco 
Pant am and Germany's Jan 
Ullrich botli used the banned 
blood-baoster erythropoetm 
(EPO) dmrmg tlie 1993 Tour de 
France, a danmuig French par¬ 
il amentary commission report 
said Wednesday. 

Pantam, who died of a co¬ 
caine overdose in 2004, won 
tlie controversial 199S race, 
with Ullrich taking second 
place. 

Tlie findings, winch serve as 
concrete proof of cycling's 
dai'k past, identified a host of 
other EPO cheats, including 
top sprinters Erik Zabel of 
Germany and Italian Mario 
Cipollini. 

Others to be named and 
shamed were Italians Andrea 
Tafi, Nicolas Mm ah,, Fabio 
Sac chi, Spanish world cham¬ 
pion Abrdiam Olano and his 
compatriots Marcos Serrano 
and Manuel Bel trail, German 
Jens Heppner and Dutch rider 
Jeroen Blijlevens. 

A tno of French nders were 
also found to have doped with 
EPO in the 1993 Tour - Lau- 


2001 . 

The commissi on, though, 
found no hard evidence that 
American Bobby Julicli, who 
was third, also used EPO, as 
Le Monde newspaper had re¬ 
ported Tuesday. 

The French senators claim 
that doping is “a persistent 
problem, .throughout the his¬ 
tory of sport where the pres¬ 
ence of a code of silence is a 
complex factor". 

Among their proposals to 
combat dmg taking ai'e the set¬ 
ting up of a "tiTiUi and recon- 
dLation" commission, heefing 
up the power of the French 
anti-doping aqency, handing 
over dope testing to nation^ 
agencies rather than each 
spoifs international federation, 
and improved sharing of infor¬ 
mation between the different 
agencies involved m combat¬ 
ing doping. 

Wediiesday's findings were 
based on comparisons made of 
retrospective testing results 
fi'om 2004 and a list of sam¬ 
ples fi'om the 1993 Tour de 
France and the 1999 race won 
by disgraced US rider Lance 
Armstrong.

Powell and Simpson, who 
tested positive for the same 
stimulant were both awaiting 
tlie results of their B samples 
and the impending heaimg that 
will determine their fates. 

Both face a possible three- 
montli ban and hotli are ex¬ 
pected to miss next month's 
lAAF World Championslups 
in Moscow. 

Powell, JO, and the former 
world record-holder in the 
men's IQQm, has even hinted 
he could stay around until tlie 
20Id Olympics in Pao. 

‘1 am still training. 1 con¬ 
sider tins an off year, but I am 
still working hard, traming, 
going to die gym almost every 
day," said Powell, who fin- 
islied a disappointing seventh 
in the IDQm at the tiials but 


hoped for a relay bertli in 
Moscow.

Simpson, who fimshed sec¬ 
ond in, b o th die wo men's 10 Om 
and 200m at the tiials to hook 
her World Champ i on slnp 
berths, also said she expected 
to continue tn the sport. 

"For me, no retirement, it 
was not in my thou gilts," said 
Simpson, who shared the 
100m silver at die 2003 
Olympics with compatnol 
Kerr on Stewart in a sensa¬ 
tional tie behind Jamaican 
Shelly-Ann Fraser-Piyce. 

She said she was shocked 
when she received the call 
while 111 Madrid, where she 
was to have competed in the 
iOOm and had to ask Doctor 
Herb Elliott, chairman of the 
Jamaica Anti-Doping Com¬ 
mission, if he was sure that he 
had the right name. 

Both atliletes, through dieir 
agent Paul Doyle, have men¬ 
tioned supplements they were 
given by Canadian trainer 
Chris Xeureb as a possible 
cause for the positive tests. 
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
